The  birth  rate  has  increased  and  the  death  rate  decreased.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  there  was  not  a  single  case  of  diphtheria 
notified,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  good  response  of  parents  to  the 
immunisation  of  their  children.  The  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  still  flourish. 

I  should  like  to  offer  my  thanks  for  the  help  and  co-op¬ 
eration  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  and 
also  the  Officials  and  Staff  of  the  Health  Department.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Wood  house 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  and  duty  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 
to  submit  in  conjunction  with  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  details  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the  several 
Acts,  Orders  and  Byelaws  in  force  in  the  District. 

In  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene,  much  remains  to 
be  done.  The  continued  shortage  of  materials,  the  accumulated 
dilapidations  of  the  war  years,  and  the  unwillingness  of  some 
owners  to  carry  out  their  statutory  duty  under  the  Housing 
Act,  have  produced  bad  housing  conditions  which,  to  say  the 
least,  are  having  a  discouraging  and  depressing  effect  on  the 
tenants.  I  look  forward  to  the  time  when  progress  can  be 
made  m  sweeping  away  those  houses  which  can  only  be 
described  a,s  structurally  worn-out  and  incapable  of  improvement 

The  investigation  of  applications  for  Council  Houses  in 
connection  with  the  “Points  Scheme”  for  the  selection  of 
tenants,  lias  taken  considerable  time,  and  routine  work  has 
again  been  greatly  restricted. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation 
of  vour  interest  and  support  in  my  work,  and  I  also  desire  to 
record  mv  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer,  Department  Staff, 
and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  ready 
co-operation.

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

EATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919 
AND  THE  INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

The  administration  of  this  branch  of  work  has  been  com¬ 
pletely  re-organised,  and,  for  the  first  time,  the  rat  menace  has 
been  tackled  as  thoroughly  as  other  Public  Health  problems. 
A  systematic  survey  of  the  whole  district  has  revealed  the 
presence  of  rats  and  mice  in  many  places,  and  this  has  been 
followed  by  the  necessary  treatment  to  effect  a  complete 
clearance  of  the  infestations. 

Infestations  at  the  Council*  s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
Refuse  Tips  have  been  periodically  dealt  with  and  are  under 
control.  A  “test-baiting’ 5  of  the  sewerage  system  showed  only 
a  very  slight  infestation  which  was  immediately  cleared  up. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  estimate  the  numbers 
killed,  but  the  following  table  shows  the  work  done.

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  Etc.)  Regulations,  become 
operative  on  the  1st  May,  1947,  and  as  a  direct  result  the 
number  of  manufacturers  able  to  comply  with  the  Regulations 
was  reduced  to  7.  Of  these,  only  6  produced  ice  cream  during 
the  year.  12  samples  were  taken  from  these  6  manufacturers 
and  one  other  manufacturer  in  a  neighbouring  district.  In  4 
cases,  where  samples  showed  that  the  ice  cream  was  of  an 
unsatisfactory  state  of  cleanliness,  special  investigations  of  the 
methods  of  manufacture  wrere  made,  and  the  manufacturers 
advised  as  to  sources  of  contamination.  Re-sampling  was  then 
undertaken  and  the  results  were  satisfactory.
